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(54) OBJECTIVE LENS FOR OPTICAL HEAD 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To prevent the stick of the dirt of dust and oil mist, 
etc., and to easily and surely eliminate them even when they are 



stuck on the objective lens of an optical head arranged on an 
optical disk device recording and reproducing optically without 
contacting to a medium. 

CONSTITUTION: In the objective lens 14 of the optical head 
reading and writing the information of the medium 1 , a protective 
coating film 1 5 having antistatic effect, oil repelling property and/or 
lubricity is taken on the surface of a lens body 2-2 formed so that 
a laser beam 2a focuses on the recording and reproducing surface 
of the disk medium 1.

[CLAIMS] 
[Claim 1] 

An objective lens for an optical head that writes and 
reads information in and from an optical disk medium (1), 
said objective lens comprising: 

a protective coating (15), having anti-static, 
oil-repellent, and/or lubricative properties, formed on a 
surface of a lens (2-2) for focusing a laser beam (2a) on an 
information recording face of the optical disk medium (1), 

[Claim 2] 

The objective lens as set forth in claim 1, wherein 
the protective coating (15) has a surface resistance of not 
more than lO^^ Q/a. 

[Functions] 

In the present invention, the protective coating (15) 
having anti-static, oil-repellent, and/or lubricative 
properties is formed on the lens (2-2) as illustrated in Fig. 
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1, and has a surface resistance of not more than lO^^ 
Q/n. 

[Embodiments] 
[0014] 

The protective coating 15 is made of phosphazene 
resin containing an anti-static agent and a leveling agent 
in varying proportions. The protective coating 15, when 
applied to a surface of the lens 2-2, has a surface 
resistance of not more than 10^^ q/q... 
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
